■Repro«cnU»tivoTaull>ei>, uf Kouliu kv, 
comc« from the nioiintjiin dUirict ot 
that State, and he lives in tliu r<'<,'ii)n 
doneribeil in (Charles Egbrrt Crsil<l«>ck"s 
novoN: Tliuro sir-; lO.lKiH si|ii;iri' niiU s 
of t«iritor>' in his ilisiiict. It roiii- 
priscj UTi'iily cmintics ami liiiu ona til 
lh(! most I'liiiiius iiopiilatiiiin in the 
world. I tallceil witli Mr. Taiilboo 
about it. Said he: "Xh« diitrict ii 
very well deaoribed bv CKarlet Egbert 
Craddoolc and the dialect is vorv imu'h 
like that she puts in her stoi ios, llioti;;!! 
I hare never seen the language in 
in print before. The population is the 
product of the frontiersmen of several 
Statas. The first settlonienis in Ken- 
tucky were along the Oliio river and 
in the valleys of the Kentucky rivers. 
As the country hec.ime more settled 
civilization drove such of those of the 
early settlers who liked hunting and 
frontier life upward into the mountains. 
It waa the same with Virginia and 
Tennessee. These huntsmen and 
frontiersmen raarrieil and inli rniarricd 
and thev liavi- now lii'c-cinie ii .si>|iarato 
people like unlo no ntlier in Ihe world. 
They have been away fnini I lie civiliza- 
tion of the railroad, the ti'lcpr ipli and 
the daily newspajwr, and they have 
grown into a language and customs of 
their own. I'licy are a very patriotic 
])coplc .-111(1 (liiriu;; tlic late war. if vou 
will look at the record.^ in the War Uo- 
partment, you will find that my Cou- 
£re8.slonal district furnished live Union 
regiments. They are very simple in 
their tiutes and it does not take much 
in my country to make a man wealtliy. 
If he has ^.'..'iiH) lio is consiilerod 
well to do. If he h is 910,000 he ij 
rich." 

"Tell me how the people lire." 

"There are very few towns, about 
two only to the county, and these will 
average about three hundred inhabit- 
ants each. 

••The ordinary house is a log one, 
eonsUting of two rooms, with boards 
shaved smooth with a draw knife, or 
split, nailed over the cracks between 
tnn logs. One of tin: rooms is u^cd for 
a sleeping room and tlie other is Hie 
living room, dining room, kitclicii and 
parlor, all in one, iu which tlie family 
stay during the day-time. . There is 
but one sleeping room for a whole 
family, and when they hare ffuests. 
visiting them these turn in aha sleep 
in the same room. There arc a num- 
ber of hoils used, and a stranger always 
gets the best bod. They are very 
modest with it all. They turn their 
backs if they are up. while the others 
of the family are undressing, or if they 
are in bed lliey will cover up their 
heads until you have completed your 
nightly toilet. It is the custom, you 
know, and 1 think our people are noted 
for their large proportion of virtuous 
women. Virtue Is as much respected 
in the mountains as anywhere else in 
the world. These mountaineers are 
verv lios|)italile. They entertain you 
ami give you the best they have, and 
if you offer to pay they will rcfuso and 
say they do not make their money that 
way. The little money they dn make 
comes from farmincr. Vou have heard 
of the feuds of these mountaineers. 
I ha\e nearly a half score of murder 
cases to ilcf,.nil in oic cnuiily on ac- 
count of them. 1 know a place where 
two families have been fighting each 
other for a generation, anu where the 
different fainlliot of the two tribes 
never go o^t-to-work except In (quads, 
and they always carry Winchester 
rif)cs witii them." 1 

"U the country improving?" I 

"Well, yes, somewhat; but civiliza- 
tion comes slowly in the mountains. 
We have not the nest facilities for edu- 
cation, and, though the people Want 
their children educated, lliey use native 
teachers ami they do not jiusli m:iltrrs 
like vou do in the North. ' — Wasluitj-

JENNER'S STRUGGLES. 

IntrreAtIng Points CoiicoriiliiK HI<| DIacov- 
ery of Hinikll-Pox Vfto<inatlon, 

Although Jennor wasfor^y.-nine years 
old before he made vaccination kno^yn 
to the world, the subject had attracted 
his attention when only a youthful ap- 
prentice to a country surgiton. lie was 
convinced that the current inotliods of 
treating cow-pox and Rniall-po.\ were 
capable of improvement, and he set 
himself to study the nature of the dis- 
ea-so. Hut for many years after his 
opinions were mad" known to the med- 
ical faculty tliey were contemptuously 
scouted, lie had first of all to prove, 
contrary to the prevalent belief, that 
what was cailnd cow-pox was not a 
certain prev. nt|v(^ of .,iiuUI-po.\. Then 
he ha<l to trace out t'lc nature of llic 
difleren'-e in the disrases to which cows 
are suiijeet, and to a.scertain wliich of 
them possessed the protective virtue 
•against Nmall-po.T. After repeated fail- 
ures ho maile the grand discovery that 
it is '•only in a certain condition of the 
pustule that the virus is capable of 
Imparting its protective power to the 
human constitution." It wiu on the 
14tb of Mar, 1799. th.at he first pat bis 
theory to the test by transferring cow- 
pox by iiiociilalioii from one human 
being l<i till' ollii r. It was two years 
later, however, before his famous ••In- 

Sulrylato the Causes and KllVcts of 
lu Variolie Vaccinio" was nnblisliod. 
Henry ("live was the first London doctor 
to put the thing to the test, and he is 
credited with performing thi^ first suc- 
cessful vaccination in London. Other 
oaiie.s followed, and Ladv' Frances 
Morgan (afterward Lady Dueie) was 
the first lady of rank to have a child 
Tnodnated.— .,4// the I'yir U'nin-I. 

A Price Upon His Head.

Spite of i evol ilioii 
tior.. fever. Iiad government .ind linan- 
cial loss, till- bond that fast. -lis Ciib-.i to 
Siiain will not bj e:tsily broken: it is a 
bond of flesh stronger than a tetfier of 
steiil. Love Is a better safeguard of 
the foreign interests of ihe mother 
country iliaii are bayonets; and since 
tllclla^ w lien Span-sh ladi s cut their 
hair t'l weave il inl i the portrait of a 
patriot, the allection ot the Span sli 
colonists for Spain has I'ist none of its 
noble Arc.
